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He Is Practically Impeached as a

Havana, March 13.—The Cuban mili- 
tary assembly, in public session Sat- 
urday afternoon, impeached Gen. Max- 
imo Gomez and removed him from his 
command as general in chief of the 
Cuban army, the first ballot taken re- 
sulting in. 26 votes being cast in support 
of:the. motion to impeach and remove 
Gen. Gomez against 4 in opposition. 
The meeting lasted from two o’clock 
until seven. 

Gen. Gomez’ only supporters were 
Gen. Cespedes and Gen. Nunez. The 
original motion, which was introduced 
by Manuel Sanguilly, provided for the 
abolition of the grade of general in 
chief, but an amendment. was, offered 
to this by Aguerro, which read: ‘To 
abolish the grade of general in chief 


and to remove Gen. Gomez for failure in. 


his military duties and disobedience to 
the assembly.” | 3 
Would Punish the General. 

Aguerro declared that Gomez was in- 
subordinate and should be punished, 
and Sangilly insinuated that the gen- 
eral was a traitor to Cuba. Much pas- 
sion was evident in the speeches, in 
some of which Gomez was declared to 
have been delinquent in his duties and 
disobedient because he had accepted 
the proposition of Robert P. Porter, 
President McKinley’s special emissary, 
without consulting: the assembly, be- 
cause he had taken upon himself the 
arrangements for the payment and dis- 
arming of the Cuban troops independ- 
ent of the assembly and because he had 
declared to the assembly that he would 
observe its rulings in so far as he con- 
sidered them beneficial to Cuba. 

Three Millions Not Enough. . 

The assembly then declared that the 
$3,000,000 is insufficient, and it has not 
yet accepted the proposition. The dis- 
cussion of this question will soon be 
taken up, now that Gen. Gomez has 
been removed. Gonzales de Queseda, 
who accompanied Mr. Porter in Cuba, 
was attacked by Gualberto Gomez, San- 
guilly and Aguerro, who declared that 
he had acted in bad faith and had de- 
ceived them. Aguerro likened the pres- 
ent condition confronting the assembly 
to those that confronted the French 
chamber when it was proposed to im- 
peach President MacMahon. 

Enter a Protest. 

Col. Mora and Gen. Nunez declared 
that the present step was useless and 
would make the assembly ridiculous in 
the eyes of the world. Among the prin- 
cipalspeakerswere Sanguilly, Andrade, 
Aguerro, Guelberto Gomez, Cespedes, 
Nunez, Villalan and Lastra. 

Gen. Gomez is believed to be stronger 
than the assembly in the affection of 
the Cuban army. Many privates, are 
anxious to leave the army and go to 
work, especially when they are able 
to obtain money to start them in life 
anew. The position of the assembly is 
notably weak, asa military administra- 
tion supports Gen. Gomez, as do also 
the planters and propertiy-owning ele- 
ment, who are tired of the Cuban army, 
which subsists, half upon charity and 
half upon contributions levied by 
means of threats. 

Enjoys the Situation. 

Gen. Gomez received at Molinas Sat- 
urday evening a telephone message an- 
nouncing to him the assembly’s de- 
cision. He answered calmly: “All 
right, I enjoy the situation.” He then 
came to Hanvana to keep a dinner en- 
gagement with his daughter at the 
house of a friend. 

At the termination of the session of 
the assembly Mr. Lastra strongly crit- 
icised some of President Andrade’s rul- 
ings, and was sharply called to order by 
President Andrade, who immediately 
declared the meeting over. A violent 
discussion ensued between Mr. Lastra 
and the president. Santa Maria, form- 
erly president of the Cuban republic, 
was the second man signing the San- 


-guilly motion for impeachment as 


amended by Aguerro. 
People Denounce the Action. 
The assembly is being strongly cen- 
sured by Cubans on all sides, and there 
were popular demonstrations Sunday

Gomez Issues a Statement. 
Havana, March 13.—Gen. Maximo 
Gomez has issued the following state- 
ment to the Cuban people and army: 


“By the use of the supreme faculties with 
which it is endowed the assembly, repre- 
senting the army only, has deposed me as 
commander in chief of the Cuban army, 
Which grade it conferred-upon me during 
the last war. As commander in chief I al- 
ways followed the dictates of my best con- 
science and the call of great national needs. 
I endeavored in all circumstances to ful- 
fill my duty. The assembly considers the 
fact that I do not aid it in efforts to raise 
loans, which later would compromise the 
greatest financial and political interests of 
Cuba, to be an act of insubordination and 
of want of respect. The primary cause for 
the action taken against me is my convic- 
tion that Cuba should begin the exercise 
of its own sovereignty, as a republic of 
union and concord, proclaimed at Monte 
Cristo and sustained unimpaired on the 
field of battle, free from all compromise, 
Keeping the nation’s honor spotless. Ag 
for the rest, as a sincere man, I confess I 
thank them, because they relieve me of 
great political obligations and also leave 
me free to return to my abandoned home, 
which, during 30 years of continual strife 
for the good of this country that I love so 
much, has been my one aspiration. For- 
eigner as I am, I did not come to serve this 
country by helping it to defend its just 
cause aS a mercenary soldie~, and, conse- 
quently, since the oppressive power of 
Spain has withdrawn from this land and 
left Cuba in freedom, I have sheathed my 
sword, thinking I had finished the mission 
which I had voluntarily imposed upon my- 
self. I am owed nothing. I retire content=- 
ed and satisfied at having done all I could 
for the benefit of my brothers. Wherever 
destiny rules that I make my home, there 
can the Cubans depend upon a friend.” 

The surrendered arms of the Cuban 
troops will, in accordance with an 
agreement between Gov. Gen. Brooke 
and Gen. Gomez, be stored at Havana 
and Santiago, in the general custody of 
the United States, but under the im- 
mediate charge of Cubans in the em- 
ploy of the military government. 
Every Cuban soldier must give up his 
arms, even if they were bought by him- 
self, or else he will receive no share of 
the money advanced by the United 
States. 

Treasure Sent to Cuba. 

New York, March 13—The United 
States transport Meade sailed Satur- 
day for Havana. She has on board the 
$3,000,000 provided by the United States 
government to pay the Cuban troops. 
Of the total amount half is in gold and 
half in silver. There are 300,000 five- 
dellar gold pieces, and of the $4,500,000 
in silver $1,300,000 isin. dollars, $50,000 
in half dollars, $50,000 in quarters and 
the balance in smaller coins. The 
weight of the metal is 48 tons. 


Rival Politicians Fight. 

Bristol, Va., March 13.—Gen. James 
A. Walker and W. S. Hamilton, attor- 
ney for Judge W. F. Rhea, who is en- 
gaged in a contest with Gen. Walker 
for the congressional seat for the Ninth 
Virginia district, met in furious com- 
bat Saturday night. They were en- 
gaged in. taking depositions in the con- 
.ost. Hamilton advanced upen Walker, 
wiro- shot him in the abdomen. The 
wound is considered fatal. G. E. Davis, 
private secretary to Judge Rhea, shot 
Gen. Walker twice in the right shoul- 
der, seriously wounding him. Walker 
is resting easily, while Hamilton is suf- 
fering. 


Crushed im a Landslide. 

Middlesboro, Ky., March 13.—Mrg. 
John Smallwood and two children were 
killed at their home on Goose creek, 
Clay. county, Saturday afternoon by a 
landslide. Their home was complete- 
ly crushed. Two of her children were 
in the yard when tlie landslide came 
and escaped death. They were, how- 
ever, badly injured. The landslide was 
caused by recent rains leosening the 
earth and stones of the cliff whith 
hangs above the Smallwood home. 


Caused One Death. 

Chicago, March 13.—A terrific explo- 
sion, probably of gas, under the Wa- 
bash avenue sidewalk of A. C. McClurg 
& Co. tore open late Saturday night 40 
feet of the stone paving and blew down 
a section of the tottering east wall of 
the burned building. Frank Hewitt, 
of Cedar Falls, Ia., who was passing 
along the sidewalk, was killed by the 
falling debris and three others barely 
escaped with their lives.

| Railway Trains Snowed in at Various 
Places—Streets in Some Cities 
Contain Banks of Snow Bight 
Feet High. 


Detroit, Mich., March 13.—Nearly all 
points in the upper peninsula of Michi- 
gan report railway traffic completely 
blocked by snowstorms, A special 
to the Tribune from Bessemer, Mich., 
says: The heaviest snowstorm im the 
history of the snow belt is prevailing. 
For 48 hours all trains have been 
snowed in at different places. All 
streets are blocked with banks of 
snow from four to eight feet deep. This 
with former storms will make a total 
fall of snow about eight to twelve feet 
on an average. In. some places the 
drifts are from the top of one roof to 
the other. Telegraph wires are down 
and all communications are by private 
lines,

The Storm at Ishpeming. 

Milwaukee, March 13.—Special to the 
Sentinel from Ishpeming, Mich., Says: 
The worst snowstorm experienced here 
in years has been, raging for 36 hours. 
In places the snow has drifted from ten 
to fifteen feet. Railway trains are 
abandoned and street cars are stalled. 
The north-bound passenger train on 
the Chicago & Northwestern. line 
reached, Little Lake Sunday morning, 
but remained there all day, snowbound. 
Two extra engines with large plow at- 
tached were sent from here to open the 
line, but got stalled between Swansy 
and Cascade. 

Flood in Oshkosh. 

Oshkosh, Wis., March 13.—A thaw, a 
freeze, a sleet storm and a heavy rain- 
fall oecurring in the order given; have 
resulted in flooding various portions of 
the city. It is the most senious in the 
low portions of the south, where some 
of the smaller least. improved streets 
are under water, and houses and build 
ings are surrounded by water. 

Railways Badly Cripled. 

Milwaukee, March 13.—Most of the 
railroads between Milwaukee and St. 
Paul are in a crippled condition on ac- 
count of the storm in. the northwestern 
part of the state. Throughout the Wis- 
consin Valley districts, large drifts are 
reported, the snow being from one to 
four feet on the level and the drifts 
much higher. The snow that accom- 
panied the blizzard is not the. only con- 
dition that the railroads are fighting. 
Many of the streams in eastern Minne- 
sota and northwestern Wisconsin over- 
flowed Friday and Saturday and in 
territory west and north of LaCrosse, 
there are bad wash-outs. 

Perished in a Blizzard. 

Omaha, Neb., March 13.—A Bee spe- 
cial from Rapid City, S. D., says: The 
blizzard that swept over the country 
east offghis city last week was the worst 
ever experienced here. Reports just 
coming in say that at least two lives 
were lost. The son of Shelby Reed, a 
large sheep owner, who was out tend- 
ing sheep, is missing, and there is lit:

Saturday that his experience with it 
was very satisfactory. His testimony 
as to the condition of the beef when 
it arrived in Cuba was pointed and val- 
uable as to its good character. He said 
it was in good condition when he un- 
loaded it from the transports, but that. 
the commissaries left their wagons 
standing for hours in the tropical sun 
while they attended to getting other 
supplies. He was not willing tocharge 
the officers with neglect, but admitted 
that the system had something to do 
with the delays. He said the beef was 
unloaded at night and could have been 
delivered to the troops at daylight in- 
stead of at midday and in the evening. 

Dr. W. S. Devoe is chief inspector of 
the bureau of animal industry, depart- 
ment of agriculture, who has charge of 
inspection at che stock yards. On di- 
rect examination Dr. Devoe explained 
the methods of his bureau and declared 
that in his opinion no chemicals were 
used in refrigerating beef and that the 
meat used for canning was of good 
quality. 

The first question put on cross-ex- 
amination by Maj. Jesse M. Lee, the 
representative of Gen. Miles, wasas fol- 
lows: “Were you not sent there in 
1894, when you were traveling inspect- 
or of the bureau, to investigate charges 
that bottomless rendering tanks were 
being used and that condemned meat 
was taken from them and sold?” Dr. 
Devoe replied: 

“I reported that the meat had been 
removed from the top of the rendering 
tanks. I did not find that there were 
bottomless tanks. The evidence on 


that line was from discharged em- 
ployes and was unsatisfactory. The 


fact is, a man was let down with ropes 
after the inspector had left the tank- 
age room, and he would fasten the ends 
to carcasses, which were then pulled 
up. I understood the meat was sold 
to local dealers.” 

Dr. Devoe said he did not investigate 
the recent charges that some con- 
demned meat found its: way into the 
canneries, He said there was no man- 
datory requirement to investigate the 
canneries, but that his men made oc- 
casional visits there. He adhered to 
his previous statement, that the meat 
used, although from the cheaper grade 
of cattle, was wholesome. He denied 
any knowledge of the use ef chemicals 
in the beef department, and said it was 
impossible for any meat from outside 
sources to find its way to the canneries 
without detection, by his men. 


SAYS IT ISN’T TRUE. 


Japanese Minister at Washington 
Denies That His Government 
May Adopt Ghristianity. 


Washington, Mareh 13.—Much inter- 
est was manifested in reports to the 
effect that the Japanese government 
is discussing a plan to adopt Christian- 
ity as the state religion. So far as 
could be ascertained, however, the 
statement lacks credibility or founda- 
tion in fact. The published report was 
shown to Mr, Jutare Komura, the Jap- 
anesie minister, who was asked to make 
a statement on the subject. In reply, 
through an attache, he spoke substan- 
tially as follows: 


“The statement that Japan is discussing 
a plan to adopt Christianity as its state re- 
ligion is not true, and there is no possibilit 
of this being done, Unlike Russia, England 
and other Huropean ceuntries, the Japan- 
ese government has no state religion, but, 
aceording te the constitution of the coun- 
try, every religion is given the liberty te 
exercise its functions so long as they do not 
interfere with or disturb the peace, order 


- and good morals of society.” 


New York, March 13.—Dispatchea 
from Tokio received in this city bring 
intelligence that the Japanese govern- 
ment is discussing a plan to make 
Christianity the religion of the em- 

ire. That such a move would really 
pe startling may be appreciated with 
the assistance of statistics. There are 
44,000,000 persons in Japan. Only 200, 
000 of them are professing Christians, 
and of these a large proportion are 
shaky in their orthodoxy, from the 
point of view of American misstom 
aries. In other words, one native out 
of every 220 calls himself a Christian.

Gen. Gomez against 4 in opposition. 
The meeting lasted from two o’clock 
until seven. 

Gen. Gomez’ only supporters were 
Gen. Cespedes and Gen. Nunez. The 
original motion, which was introduced 
by Manuel Sanguilly, provided for the 
abolition of the grade of general in 
ehief, but an amendment was, offered 
to this by Aguerro, which read: ‘To 
abolish the grade of general in chief 
and to remove Gen. Gomez for failure in 
his military duties and disobedience to 
the assembly.” : 

Would Punish the General. 

Aguerro declared that Gomez was in- 
subordinate and should be punished, 
and Sangilly insinuated that the gen- 
eral was a traitor to Cuba. Much pas- 
sion was evident in the speeches, in 
some of which Gomez was declared to 
have been delinquent in his duties and 
disobedient because he had accepted 
the proposition of Robert P. Porter, 
President McKinley’s special emissary, 
without consulting: the assembly, be- 
cause he had taken upon himself the 
arrangements for the payment and dis- 
arming of the Cuban troops independ- 
ent of the assembly and because he had 
declared to the assembly that he would 
observe its rulings in so far as he con- 
sidered them beneficial to Cuba. 

Three Millions Not Enough, 

The assembly then declared that the 
$3,000,000 is insufficient, and it has not 
yet accepted the proposition. The dis- 
cussion. of this question will soon be 
taken up, now that Gen. Gomez has 
been removed. Gonzales de Queseda, 
who accompanied Mr. Porter in Cuba, 
was attacked by Gualberto Gomez, San- 
guilly and Aguerro, who declared that 
he had acted in bad faith and had de- 
ceived them. Aguerro likened the pres- 
ent condition confronting the assembly 
to those that confronted the French 
chamber when it was proposed to im- 
peach President MacMahon. 

Enter a Protest. 

Col. Mora and Gen. Nunez declared 
that the present step was useless and 
would make the assembly ridiculous in 
the eyes of the world. Among the prin- 
cipal speakers were Sanguilly, Andrade, 
Aguerro, Guelberto Gomez, Cespedes, 
Nunez, Villalan and Lastra. 

Gen. Gomez is believed to be stronger 
than the assembly in the affection of 
the Cuban army. Many privates, are 
anxious to leave the army and go to 
work, especially when they are able 
to obtain money to start them in life 
anew. The position of the assembly is 
notably weak, as a military administra- 
tion supports Gen. Gomez, as do also 
the planters and property-owning ele- 
ment, who are tired of the Cuban army, 
which subsists, half upon charity and 
half upon contributions levied by 
means of threats. 

Enjoys the Situation. 

Gen. Gomez received at Molinas Sat- 
urday evening a telephone message an- 
nouncing to him the assembly’s de- 
cision. He answered calmly: “Al 
right, I enjoy the situation.” He then 
came to Hanvana to keep a dinner en- 
gagement with his daughter at the 
house of a friend. 

At the termination of the session of 
the assembly Mr. Lastra strongly crit- 
icised some of President Andrade’s rul- 
ings, and was sharply called to order by 
President Andrade, who immediately 
declared the meeting over. A violent 
discussion ensued between Mr. Lastra 
and the president. Santa Maria, form- 
erly president of the Cuban republic, 
was the second man signing the San- 


-guilly motion for impeachment as 


amended by Aguerro. 
People Denounce the Action. 

The assembly is being strongly cenr 
sured by Cubans on all sides, and there 
were popular demonstrations Sunday 
afternoon in favor of the deposed: com- 
mander in chief, the crowds shouting 
“Long live Gomez!” and “Death to the 
assembly!” Gen. Gomez during the 
day received numerous visitors, all of 
whom assured him of their affection 
and loyalty and that the declarations 
by the assembly, on whatever subject, 
could not represent even the army, as 
the elections which gave its members 
their present positions are really void- 
able forillegality and political jobbery. 
There is no doubt that a majority of 
the people support him as against the 
assembly. The local press will proba- 
bly attack the assembly, urging its dis- 
solution as the best thing that can hap- 
pen, and insisting that there is no rea- 
son why the United States authorities 
may not continue to treat with Gen. 
Gomez in the matter of the paymentto 
the troops. 

Gen. Brooke Won’t Talk. 

Gov. Gen. Brooke was notified Sun- 
day night of the deposition of Gomez 
and when seen he was much interested 
to learn the details of the assembly’s 
proceedings. He said he could not ex- 
press an opinion as to the effect of the 
assembly’s action upon the future re- 
lations between Gen. Gomez and: the 
United States, particularly in the mat- 
ter of disbursing: the $3,000,000 offered 
by Washington to the Cuban troops as 
a condition of disbandment, but the im- 
pression seems to be among the Ameri- 
can authorities that, as the assembly 
has never been officially recognized by 
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field of battle, free from all compromise, 
keeping the nation’s honor spotless. As 
for the rest, as a sincere man, I confess I 
thank them, because they relieve me of 
great political obligations and also leave 
me free to return to my abandoned home, 
which, during 30 years of continual strife 
for the good of this country that I love so 
much, has been my one aspiration. For- 
eigner as Iam, I did not come to serve this 
country by helping it to defend its just 
cause aS a mercenary solie”, and, conse- 
quently, since the oppressive power of 
Spain has withdrawn from this land anā 
left Cuba in freedom, I have sheathed my 
sword, thinking I had finished the mission 
which I had voluntarily imposed upon my- 


self. Iam owed nothing. I retire content-’ 


ed and satisfied at having done all I could 
for the benefit of my brothers. Wherever 
destiny rules that I make my home, there 
can the Cubans depend upon a friend.” 

The surrendered arms of the Cuban 
troops will, in accordance with an 
agreement. between Gov. Gen. Brooke 
and Gen. Gomez, be stored at Havana 
and Santiago, in the general custedy of 
the United States, but under the im- 
mediate charge of Cubans in the em- 
ploy of the military government. 
Every Cuban soldier must give up his 
arms, even if they were bought by him- 
self, or else he will receive no share of 
the money advanced by the United 
States. 

Treasure Sent to Cuba. 

New York, March 13.—The United 
States transport Meade sailed Satur- 
day for Havana. She has on board the 
$3,000,000 provided by the United States 
government to pay the Cuban troops. 
Of the total amount half isin gold and 
half in silver. There are 300,000 five- 
dellar gold pieces, and of the $4,500,000 
in silver $1,300,000 is in. dollars, $50,000 
in half dollars, $50,000 in quarters and 
the balance in smaller coins. The 
weight of the metal is 48 tons. 


Rival Politicians Fight, 

Bristol, Va„ March 13.—Gen. James 
A. Walker and W. S. Hamilton, attor- 
ney for Judge W. F. Rhea, who is en- 
gaged in a contest with Gen. Walker 
for the congressional seat for the Ninth 
Virginia district, met in furious com- 
bat Saturday night. They were en- 
gaged in taking depositions in the con- 
‘ost. Hamilton advanced upen Walker, 
who- shot him in the abdomen... The 
wound is considered fatal. G. E. Davis, 
private secretary to Judge Rhea, shot 
Gen. Walker twice in the right, shoul- 
der, seriously wounding him. Walker 
is resting easily, while Hamilton is suf- 
fering. 


Crushed im a Landslide. 

Middlesiboro, Ky., March 13.—Mrg. 
John Smallwood and two children weye 
killed at their home on Goose creek, 
Clay county, Saturday afternoon by e 
landslide. Their home was complete- 
ly crushed. Two of her children were 
in the yard when tle landslide came 
and escaped death. They were, how- 
ever, badly injured. The landslide was 
caused by recent rains leosening the 
earth and stones of the cliff whith 
hangs above the Smallwood home. 


Caused One Death. 

Chicago, March 13.—A terrific explo- 
sion, probably of gas, under the Wa- 
bash avenue sidewalk of A. C. McClurg 
& Co. tore open late Saturday night 40 
feet of the stone paving and blew down 
a section of the tottering east wall of 
the burned building. Frank Hewitt, 
of Cedar Falls, Ia., who was passing 
along the sidewalk, was killed by the 
falling debris and three others barely 
escaped with their lives. 


Alleged Robbers Arrested. 

Milwaukee, Wis., March 13.—A spe- 
cial from Wausau, Wis., says John 
Kelly and J. Burns were arrested by 
officers Saturday suspected of being 
implicated in the Amherst bank rob- 
bery. When searched over $1,800 was 
found in their possession. Two others 
were rounded up after an exchange of 
several shots: and $400 more of the 
stolen money was recovered. The pris- 
oners, will be held. 


Queen Much Better. 

Brussels, March 13.—The following 
bulletin was issued Sunday evening re- 
garding the condition of Queen Marie 
Henriette: “The queen is progressing 
in her convalescence. She has refresh- 
ing sleep, and is regaining her 
strength.” 


Death of,an Aged Actress. 
London, March 13.—Mrs. Robert 
Keeley, the actress, died Sunday of 
pneumonia in her ninety-third year.

In places the snow has drifted from ten 
to fifteen feet. Railway trains are 
abandoned and street. cars are stalled. 
The north-bound passenger train on 
the Chicago & Northwestern line 
reached, Little Lake Sunday morning, 
but remained there all day, snowbound. 
Two extra engines with large plow at- 
tached were sent from here to open the 
line, but got stalled between Swansy 
and Cascade. 

Flood in Oshkosh. 

Oshkosh, Wis., March 13.—A thaw, a 
freeze, a sleet storm and a heavy rain- 
fall oecurring in the order given; have 
resulted in. flooding various portiens of 
the city. It is the most serious in the 


low portions of the south, where some 


of the smaller least improved streets 
are under water, and houses and build- 
ings are surrounded by water. 
Railways Badly Cripled. 

Milwaukee, March 13—Most of the 
railroads between Milwaukee and St. 
Paul are in a crippled condition on ac- 
count of the storm in, the northwestern 
part of the state. Throughout the Wis- 
consin Valley districts, large drifts are 
reported, the snow being from one to 
four feet on the level and the drifts 
much higher. The snow that accom- 
panied the blizzard is not the only con- 
dition that the railroads are fighting. 
Many of the streams in eastern Minne- 
sota and northwestern Wisconsin over- 
flowed Friday and Saturday and in 
territory west. and north of LaCrosse, 
there are bad wash-outs. 

Perished in a Blizzard. 

Omaha, Neb., March 13.—A Bee spe- 
cial from Rapid City, S. D., says: The 
blizzard that swept ever the country 
east ofthis city last week was the worst 
ever experienced here. Reports just 
coming in say that at least two lives 
were lost. The son of Shelby Reed, a 
large sheep owner, who was out tend- 
ing sheep, is missing, and there is lit- 
tle doubt that he perished, A carrier 
named Pearson is also missing. Shel- 
by’s horse came home riderless during 
the storm, and the saddle has been 
found, but no traces of the young man. 
It is feared that ethers were caught in 
the storm and have perished. 


Will Require Strouger Measures. 

London, March 13.—The Peking cor- 
respondent of the Times says regard- 
ing the demand of the Italian govern- 
ment for a concession at San Mun bay 
that stronger measures than the ulti-

minister at Peking, will be necessary to 
induce compliance, as the tsung-li- 
yamen (foreign office) is “entirely ig- 
norant of Italy’s standing among the 
nations.” 


Noted Gymnast Dead, 

New York, March 13.—F rank Gilfort, 
one of the Gilfort brothers, well-known 
circus gymnasts, died Sunday at 
Orange. N. J. He injured his right 
knee cap some years ago. A few weeks 
ago blood poisoning set in. His leg 
was amputated on Wednesday, in the 
hope of saving his life, but the disease 
had gone too far. Mr. Gilfort was born 
in St. Louis in 1847.

A howling blizzard. , 


= Dr. W. S. Devoe is chief inspector of 
the bureau of animal industry, depart- 
ment of agriculture, who has charge of 
inspection at che stock yards. On di- 
rect examination Dr. Devoe explained 
the methods of his bureau and declared 
that in his opinion no chemicals were 
used in refrigerating beef and that the 
meat used for canning was of good 
quality. 

The first question put on cross-ex- 
amination by Maj. Jesse M. Lee, the 
representative of Gen. Miles, was as fol- 
lows: “Were you not sent there in 
1894, when you were traveling inspect- 
or of the bureau, to investigate charges 
that bottomless rendering tanks were 
being used and that condemned meat 
was taken from them and sold?” Dr. 
Devoe replied: 

“I reported that the meat had been 
removed from the top of the rendering 
tanks. I did not find that there were 
bottomless tanks. The evidence on 
that line was from discharged em- 
ployes. and was unsatisfactory. The 
fact is, a man was let down with ropes 
after the inspector had left the tank- 
age room, and he would fasten the ends 
to carcasses, which were then pulled 
up. I understood the meat was sold 
to local dealers.” 

Dr. Devoe said he did not investigate 
the recent charges that some con- 
demned meat found its: way into the 
canneries, He said there was no man- 
datory requirement to investigate the 
canneries, but that his men made oc- 
casional visits there. He adhered to 
his previous statement, that the meat 
used, although from the cheaper grade 
of cattle, was wholesome. He denied 
any knowledge of the use ef chemicals 
in the beef department, and said it was 
impossible for any meat from outside 
sources to find its way to the canneries 
without detection. by his men. 


SAYS IT ISN’T TRUE. 


Japanese Minister at Washington 
Denies That His Government 
May Adept Ghristianity. 


Washington, Mareh 13.—Much inter- 
est was manifested in reports to the 
effect that the Japanese government 
is discussing a plan to adopt. Christian- 
ity ası the state religion. Se far as 
could be ascertained, however, the 
statement lacks credibility or founda- 
tion in fact. The published report. was 
shown to Mr, Jutare Komura, the Jap- 
anese minister, who was asked to make 
a statement on the subject. In reply, 
through an attache, he spoke substan- 
tially as follows: 


“The Aan that Japan is discussing 
a plan to adopt Christianity as its state re- 
ligion is not true, and there is no possibilit 
of this being done, Unlike Russia, Englant 
and other Huropean countries, the Japan- 
ese government has no state religion, but, 
aceording te the constitution of the coun- 
try, every religion is given the liberty te 
exercise its functions so long as they do not 
interfere with or disturb the peace, ordey 
and good morals of society.” 

New York, March 18.—Dispatches 
from Tokio received in this city bring 
intelligence that the Japanese govern- 
ment is discussing a plan to make 
Christianity the religion of the em: 
aos That such a move would really 

e startling may be appreciated with 
the assistance of statistics. There are 
44,000,000 persons in Japan. Only 200, 
000 of them are professing Christians, 
and of these a large proportion are 
shaky in their orthodoxy, from the 
point of view of American mission- 
aries. In other words, one native out 
of every 220 calls himself a Christian. 
The remaining 43,800,000 are divided 
between Buddhism and a cheerful ag- 


nosticism, which aecords well with the} 


oriental temperament. An English 
philosopher remarked: “You cannot 
make people moral by act of parlia- 
ment.” The news from Tokio fore- 
shadows an attempt to make 43,800,000 
people Christian. by imperial proclama. 
tion. Persons interested in foreign 
missions will be anxious to learn 
whether the government of the land of 
the chrysanthemum, if it decides in 
favor of a Christian country, will adopt 
the dogmas of any particular Christian 
sect or whether it will permit the peo- 
ple to construct their own state reli- 
gion from the teachings of the Bible.

The ‘“‘Abend Post,” a German daily 
newspaper published in Detroit, says: 

Judge Edward D. Kinne, who has 
since 1887 been circuit judge for the 
counties of Washtenaw anid Monroe, 
is a candidate for renomination upon 
the Republican ticket, and it appears 
absolutely certain that he will get the 
nomination. 

Edward D. Kinne is not alone an ex- 
cellent judge, which is condition sine 
qua non, but a pre-eminently honorable 
man in the broadest sense of the term. 
He enjoys not alone at his home (Ann 
Arbor) the highest regard, but every- 
where he has exercised his functions 
as circuit judge, and especially in De- 
troit. 

When he was first elected his circuit 
(Washtenaw and Monroe counties) was 
overwhelmingly Democratic, yet not- 
withstanding Judge Kinne was elected 
by upward of 2,000 majority. In 1893 he 
was reelected in the same circuit by up- 
ward of 2,000 majority. So great is the 
popularity of Judge Kinne in his circuit 
that the Democrats seriously contem- 
plate making no nomination at all, þe- 
cause no candidate of that party ex- 
pects to win as against him. 

Although a stalwart Republican, he 
has never allowed any political bias 


to sway his judgment, nor has he ever

Judge Kinne has often presided in De- 
troit, where he enjoys a very eminent 
reputation as a jurist, and the respect 
of all with whom he has come in con- 
tact, especially the respect and high re- 
gard of litigants and attorneys. 

In 1896 he was a candidate for the 
nomination of a justice of the supreme 
ccurt, and he would have succeeded 
but for the erors of some over-zealous 
The contemplated honor cf an 
indorsement of Judge Kinne by the 
Democrats would be a very meritorious 
one and reflect great honor upon them- 
selves.

= OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


How Far Should They Contribute to 

_. the Training and Development 

-` of Children. 

Prof, H. M. Slauson.addressed the 
business men’s class at the Congrega- 
tional church Sunday morning upon 
the subject, “Our Public Schools: How 
far should they contribute to the irain- 
ing and development of children?” 

A synopsis is as follows: 

To what extent should the public 
schools contribute to the training and 
development of children? The public 
school is an institution in which the 
majority of the people believe or it 
would not be in existence today. If 
the people wish it to be an asylum for 
“their cousins and their aunts’ and 
they believe that he or she who knows 
can teach all that he or she knows, their 
school will be a knowledge mill and 
there will be but little developmerit pro- 
duced in the children who attend it. If, 
on the other hand, the majority cf the 
people want their schools to strive for 
the physical, intellectual and moral 
training and development of their chil- 
dren, and if this majority realizes that 
to accomplish this difficult work they 
must secure and retain mature, experi- 
enced. and skillful teachers and support 
and encourage them in their work, then 
their schools will contribute to the 
training and development of men and 
women of strong character and vigor- 
ous intellects. I trust that it is the lat- 
ter kind of schools and the tfaining and 
development that it ought to contribute 
that you .wish to discuss, 

The work of such a school should be 
planned and executed with character 
building as its chief aim, and this aim 
should be sought through the instruc- 
tion given in the usual branches and 
through the general management of the 
school. 

Education is a matter of habits and 
ideals. The force of the habits decides 
the degree of the training and the ele- 
vation of the ideals decides the charac- 
ter of the education. The fundamental

great men of our country. This should 
be carried on parallel with the science 
work, and out of it should grow grad- 
ually. a course of history that should 
familiarize the children with the lead- 
ing men and events of American and 
English history before they enter a high 
school. American boys and giris have 
too little reverence for matter sacred 
and heroic. 3 

Still farther modern psychology has 
demonstrated that the brain cannot be 
properly developed independent of the 
muscular system, or, to state the mat- 
ter in another way, there are two sys- 
tems, a motor and a sensory one, and 
there is such a dependence or corela- 
tion between them that if either be neg- 
lected the other will suffer. Now a very 


| large proportion of our population is 


crowded into. cities and is placed under 
circumstances very different from those 
that existed a hundred years ago. There 
has been for some time a tendency to 
exalt the purely intelléctual, and the 
opportunities for development of the 
motor activities are becoming fewer 
and fewer. It is, then, necessary to 
make an artificial substitute for those 
old advantages unconsciously enjoyed 
by the youth of a generation ago. Man- 
ual training affords this substitute. 
Wherever the training that the country 
youth used to get is not attainable, 
wherever changed conditions of life 
have made it impossible or decidedly 
inconvenient to employ the hands of 
he boys and girls during a part of ev- 
ery week, manual training in some form 
is becoming to be an educational neces- 
sity, not for the purpose of training up 
to trades, but, as I have just said, “an 
educational necessity.” It develops 
powers of thought-expression that will 
not be reached without it, it trains in 
accuracy and patience, It affords object 
lessons of many truths in mensuration 
and natural science. The bey who has 
-learned to handle a hammer, saw and 
plane in a skillful manner has acquired 
something that twill give him pleasure 
and may bring him direct profit, but 
both the pleasure and the profit are of 
little value compared with the influence 


of his brain and his character while he 
was gaining that skill. We know that 
a very large portion, of the arithmetic 
and ‘geometry studied in the schools is. 
never of direct use, but we say, truth- 
fully, that they are studied for their 
disciplinary value. In my opinion the 
strongest argument in favor of manual 
training rests upon the same basis, and 
the one next in value is the influence 
that it is likely to have upon the way 
in which boys and girls who have had 
-® course in it are inclined to regard 
manual training. Closely connected 
with manual training is drawing. 

Prof. Slauson then went on to show 
that the study of music was no longer 
considered an ornamental but a very 
useful study. The elementary educa- 
tion is most important because it is the 
foundation. But the public high school 
affords the only chance for the children 
of the poor man to obtain the simplest 
rudiments of an education. The work 
of the high school ought to be extended 
and varied to determine the aptitudes 
of the boys and girls, In these days 
no high school is complete that does 
not afford some opportunity for busi- 
ness life. A buSiness ‘course in any 
school should be just as complete, just 
as hard, and just as long as any other 
course in the school,

Judge Edward D. Kinne, who has 
since 1887 been circuit judge for the 
counties of Washtenaw and Monroe, 
is a candidate for renomination upon 
the Republican ticket, and it appears 
absolutely certain that he will get the 
nomination. 

Edward D. Kinne is not alone an ex- 


cellent judge, which is condition sine | 


qua non, but a pre-eminently honorable 
man in the broadest sense of the term. 
He enjoys not alone at his home (Ann 
Arbor) the highest regard, but every- 
where he has exercised his functions 


as circuit judge, and especially in De- 


troit. 

When he was first elected his circuit 
(Washtenaw and Monroe counties) was 
overwhelmingly Democratic, yet not- 
withstanding Judge Kinne was elected 
by upward of 2,000 majority. In 1893 he 
was reelected in the same circuit by up- 
ward of 2,000 majority. So great is the 
popularity of Judge Kinne in his circuit 
that the Democrats seriously contem- 
plate making no nomination at all, be- 
cause no candidate of that party ex- 
pects to win as against him. 

Although a stalwart Republican, he 
has never allowed any political bias 


: to sway his judgment, nor has he ever 


invaded the province of the jury, and 
always submitted the facts to them ir- 
respective of the nature of the case. 
Judge Kinne has often presided in De- 
troit, where he enjoys a very eminent 
reputation as a jurist, and the respect 
of all with whom he has come in con- 
tact, especially the respect aad hign re- 
gard of litigants and attorneys. 

In 1896 he was a candidate for the 
nomination of a justice of the Supreme 
court, and he would have succeeded 
but for the erors of some over-zealous 
friends. The contemplated honor cf an 
indorsement of Judge Kinne by ine 
Democrats would be a very meritorious 
one and reflect great honor upon them- 
selves.

James Gilmore, the second of a trio of 
highwaymen wanted at Fergus Falls, 
Minn., for train robbery, has been convict- 
ed of highway robbery at St. Joseph, Mo., 
and sentenced to eight years. 

A reward of $300 was offered Saturday by 
the East Providence (R. I.) council for the 
arrest of George F. Hunter, a fugitive town 
clerk, charged with embezzling $12,583. Hun- 
ter is believed to be in Chicago. 

Mrs. Maggie Smith, wife of Homer Smith, 
aged 38 years, was found dead last Friday 
night in Sharon, Pa., with two wounds on 
her head and her clothes burned from her 
body. Her husband was arrested. 

Judge Advocate-General Leiber, whoasked 
for an opinion as to the authority of the 
president to enlist general volunteer offi- 
cers for service in the Philippines, said he 
thought the president has that authority. 

The officers of Dewey’s fleet have pre- 
ferred a claim for double the amount of 
head money which it was at first believed 
they were entitled to receive as the result 
of the victory over the Spanish forces at 
Cavite last May day.

The club would try and get men nomi- 
nated who are pledged to the enforce- 
ment of the laws. 


Prof. Springer reported that two years | 
‘ago the executive committee had decid- 


ed among themselves that a sub-com-_ 
mittee should wait upon Mayor Hiscock 
and see how he stood on the question 
of the enforcement of the laws. That 
committee was Drs. Bradshaw, Gelston 
They waited upon Mr. 
Hiscock and he told them that he would 
do his best to enforce the laws. ‘They. 
thought it best,’’ said Mr. Springer, “to 
take this pledge and see what they 
could get.’’ 

Prof. Wines—‘How much did 
get?’’ 

Prof. Springer—‘‘That depends on the 
elasticity of his conscience.”’ 

Prof. Wines—‘‘Well, who are the prop- 
able candidates this year?” : 

Prof. Springer—‘‘Since the Democratic 
judicial convention, it is confoundedly 
hard to tell.” Cet, d 

Dr. Brooks, the president of the Anti- 
Saloon league, was called upon for re- 
marks. Said he in substance: ‘Fhe 
laws have not been enforced. The baw- 
dy houses have been raided after the 
police had sent word around that they 
were coming. The saloons are selling 


liquor after hours and on holidays. The- 


mayor told us that he did not think it 
best to be too strict with the saloons, 
as the electric road was coming in from 
Detroit and it would cut off our trade. 
There are at least two places in the city 


where liquor is sold without a license 


and it is commonly reported that there 
are three. To have such a state of af- 
fairs as exist in Ann Arbor would be a 
disgrace to ai savage nation.’’ 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘There is no reason 
why the saloons should not throw open 
wide their doors on Sundays and holi- 
days. There is no prospect of their be- 
ing convicted, is there?’’ 

Dr. Brooks—‘‘There is not. There is 
as rotten a state of affairs in Ann Arbor 
as was ever heard of, New York not ex- 
cepted. It would be a disgrace even to 
Chicago. A large share of the lawless- 
‘nessness in the city has been due to the 
fact that Prosecuting ‘Attorney Kirk 
went to war and left his office in the 
care of Arthur Brown and Judge Bab- 
bitt. When we had the seven men ar- 
rested for selling liquor illegally the 
former defended them and the latter 
prosecuted them. Judge Babbitt did 
not know ‘the first thing about the 
cases—purposely, I think. I had to sit 
by and coach him on every point. Half 
of the prosecutor’s office was on one 
side and half on the other. If you 
would shake them up in a bag I do not 
know which would come out first.” 

Prof. Springer—‘‘I do. Brown would.” 

The professor then went on to say 
that with the exception of the office of 
mayor on the Democratic ticket there 
would be lots of candidates, and that 
two full tickets would be named. ‘‘The 
Municipal club can go into the field with 
the balance of power.’’ 

Wm. Biggs—‘We cannot tell just 
how much our strength is. We have 
never had a ticket in the field.” 

Prof. Higley—‘‘Let us do as we have 
done before. Poll the list of each ward. 
The canvass the wards and get the men 
to promise to attend the caucuses and 
try to nominate good men. ‘Then if 
they are not satisfactory we can put up 
a separate ticket.” 

Robert Campbell—“‘T think it would 
be foolish to nominate a separate tick- 
et The best good can be done at the 
caucuses and at the conventions. We 
can try and get pledges from the candi- 
dates. Then we can hold a meeting 
after the conventions, and if the nomi- 
nees are not satisfactory we can put up 
a separate ticket.” 

Prof: Wines—‘'The way the old parties 
have called their conventions will give 
us plenty of time to look the field over. 
I think what Prof. Higley suggests is a 
good idea.” 

Prof. Higley—*Two years ago we con- 
trolled five of the wards.” 

Prof. Springer—‘‘Tiwo years ago we 


had a majority of one in the city con- 


vention that would have voted for our 
candidate for mayor if he would accept 
the nomination.” (Dr. Darling was the 
man he referred to.) 

Wm. Biggs—‘‘Would not the same 
man accept the nomination this time?” 

Prof. Spriniger—‘‘T had a talk with him 
this afternoon and he said that he 
would not.” 

Prof, Wines—‘‘TIf the Democrats have 
settled upon their candidate the only 
thing for us to do is to look to the Re- 
publicans.’’ (¢@Which means that Gott- 
lob Luick is not satisfactory to the Mu- 
nicipal club.) : 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘T move that the chair- 
man and secretary call a meeting for a 
caucus to be held on the Saturday night 
after the other conventions for the pur- 
pose of nominating a city ticket, if it is 
advisable.” : 

This was carried. 

Prof. Springer—‘‘ I move that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to report 
to that caucus the attitude of the can- 
didates for mayor, president of the 
council and justice of the peace of each 
party.’ . 

This was carried and the chair ap- 
pointed the former committee, which 
consisted of Drs. Bradshaw, Gelston 
and Darling. 

Mr. Purfield advocated an independ- 
ent ticket on the ground that it was no 
use pandering with the old parties, but 
idea lacked any formidable sup- 
port. 

After instructing the executive com- 
mittee to do some preliminary work the 
meeting adjourned.

His 
business is large and- he cannot afford 
to sacrifice it in spending his time mak- 
ing a canvass of the voters of Washte- 
naw against Judge Kinne, who will be 
renominated for the judgeship by his 
party and who is undoubtedly the ablest 
and most popular judge in Michigan.

GOOD JOBS. 


The Aid of the Faculty Will be Use to 
Get Them for Deserving Sdudents, 
The University senate has lately un- 

dertaken the establishment of a teach- 

ers’ bureau, which will have for its ob- 
ject, first, the securing for graduates 
of the University positions in public 
schools, and, secondly, the bringing in 
closer touch of the University with the 
schools and colleges of the country, so 
that the moment a vacancy occurs on 
the staff of ‘teachers the faculty can be 
ready to propose the first candidate for 
the position. There will also be a gen- 
eral committee made up of the heads of 
the different departments to which the 


No memiber of the general committee 
will be a member of the executive, as 
the intent is.to have as wide a reputa- 
tion from the faculty men as possible. 
The senate has also recommended an- 
other matter for the consideration of 
the board of regents. Since the policy 
of allowing graduates of schools of a 
certain standard to enter the Univer- 
sity on their diplomas was inaugurated 
the number of such schools has become 
so large that the faculty has had nei- 
ther time nor opportunity to leave their 
classes and go on a tour of inspection. 
The result has been that the standard 
of many of the schools has dropped 
and students entering therefrom have 
come inadequately prepared to take up 
the University work. It is now pro- 
posed to remedy this by employing a 
man of learning and great force of char- 
acter, who will give his undivided at- 
tention to the inspection of the diploma 
schools all over the United States, with 
the power to register new schools as 
soon as he finds that they have reached 
the required standard in their work. 
It is believed that the constant expect- 
ation of a visit of inspection will keep 
the schools under a steady tension, and 
thus in the long run allow a general 
raising of the entrance requirements.

| OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


How Far Should They Contribute to 


the Training and Development 
-© of Children. Ee 

Prof, H. M, Slauson, addressed the 
business men’s class at the Congrega- 
tional church Sunday morning upon 
the subject, “Our Public Schools: How 
far should they contribute to the irain- 
ing and development of children?” 

A synopsis is as follows: 

To what extent should the public 
schools contribute to the training and 
development of children? The public 
school is an institution in which the 
majority of the people believe or it 
would not be in existence today. If 
the people wish it to be an asylum for 
“their cousins and their aunts’ and 


they believe that he or she who knows 
can teach all that he or she knows, their 
school will be a knowledge mill and 
there will be but little developmerit pro- 
duced in the children who attend it. If, 
on the other hand, the majority cf the 
people want their schools to strive for 
the physical, intellectual and moral 
training and development of their chil- 
dren, and if this majority realizes that 
to accomplish this difficult work they 
must secure and retain mature, experi- 
enced. and skillful teachers and support 
and encourage them in their work, then 
their schools will contribute to the 
training and development of men and 
women of strong character and vigor- 
ous intellects. I trust that it is the lat- 
ter kind of schools and the tfaining and 
development that it ought to contribute 
that you .wish to discuss, 

The work of such a school should be 
planned and executed with character 
building as its chief aim, and this aim 
should be sought through the instruc- 
tion given in the usual branches and 
through the general management of the 
school. 

Education is a matter of habits and 
ideals. The force of the habits decides 
the degree of the training and the ele- 
vation of the ideals decides the charac- 
ter of the education. The fundamental 


plane of intelligence and happiness. 


are generally recognized: the church, 
the home and the school. I do not feel 
inclined’ to say ‘“‘thus far ought the 
schools to go, and here the church and 
the home ought to begin,” but, rather, 
that we are all contributing to the 
preparation of an army; the scioois 
having to take all recruits that are sent 
to them, provided they are of age. As 
soon as they are enlisted their course 
of treatment is to be determined by the 
answer to two questions, what are the 
recruits? and, what are they to þe- 
come? Their condition, physical, men- 
tally.and morally should be learned as 
a guide for their future instruction. 

The organization of the public schools 
is calculated to make for honesty and 
morality; its requirements calling for 
regularity and punctuality of attend- 
ance, for a respect for the rights and 
privileges of others tend to teach the 
esentials of citizenship. 

But what shall be the extent 
breadth of the intelligence that the 
public school shall contribute to the 
children of the land? Shall it be con- 
fined to the three R’s of our grand- 
fathers or shall it include ‘what have 
been. called the’ ‘‘fadis’’ in- these later 
days? It has been reasonably well 
shown the fifty times as many college 
men proportionally attain to noteworthy 
success as non-college men. It is prob- 
alble, then, that only those who were 
rich enough to secure an education 
through the expenditure of private 
funds would form the majority of our 
rulers, and we would be subject to an 
aristocracy of wealth with greatly di- 
minished chances for the rise of men 
from the ranks of the poor to the gov- 
erning class.

Steaming slowly, the 
gunboat poured a terrific fire from her 
Gatling guns int the brush. For all of 
an hour the whirring of the rapid fire 
guns alternated with the booming of 
the heavier pieces on board. 

In the meantime Scott’s battery 
ashore was shelling the trenches and 
driving the enemy back. The artillery 
then advanced to the ridge of bamboo 
and drove a few of the enemy’s sharp- 
shooters away with volleys from their 
carbines. The artillery then advanced 
and met with little opposition.

The enemy’s loss was believed to be 
severe, but only eight Americans were 
wounded. At this stage of the engage- 
ment it was raining heavily. 

Later in the afternoon Gen. Wheaton 
attacked and captured the city of Pasig, 
east of Manila. The enemy made a 
stand for an hour, but at the end of 
that time were forced to retreat.

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THE ADVANCE BEGINS 


REBELS REPORTED IN FULL RETREAT. 


This Is Evidently the Beginning of 
an Active Campaign by the 
Americans to Crush Out 
the Rebellion. 


Manila, March 13.—10:50 a. m.—Gen. 
Wheaton’s newly formed divisional 
brigade advanced at seven o’clock this 
morning: from San Pedro Macati for 
the purpose of corralling the enemy. 
It is now moving on Pasig, meeting 
with slight resistance, as the rebels are 
in full retreat. A gunboat is clearing 
the jungle along the river banks which 
have been carried as far as Guadalupe. 
The purpose of the move is to clear the 
country te Laguna de Bay. In all 
probability the current week will see 
the beginning of an active campaign 
on a scale hitherto unknown to the Fil- 
ipinos. For the last few days there has 
been unusual activity at headquarters, 
and there is every indication of a com- 
plete reorganization of the entire corps 
in the near future. 

White Man Leading Rebels. 

The Filipinos apparently had planned 
an attack upon the lines of Gen. Otis 
and Gen. Hale Sunday morning, but 
their courage seemed to fail them, 
though they fired signals and after- 
ward kept up the fusillade along the 
American front for an hour. Our 
troops, in obedience to orders, re- 
frained from shooting, with the ex- 
ception of two companies of newly-ar- 
rived men, who replied until they had 
suppressed a regiment of Aguinaldo’s 
red brigade. This body of rebels 
seemed under better leadership than 
most of the others, and a white man 
was seen among the officers, endeavor- 
ing to lead them to the attack, but ap- 
parently all efforts to induce them to 
leave the trenches were futile.

The Filipinos apparently had planned 
an attack upon. the lines of Gen. Otis 
and Gen. Hale Sunday morning, but 
their courage seemed to fail them, 
though they fired signals and after- 
ward kept up the fusillade along the 
American front for an hour. Our 
troops, in obedience to orders, re- 
frained from shooting, with the ex- 
ception of two companies of newly-ar- 
rived men, who replied until they had 
suppressed a regiment of Aguinaldo’s 
red brigade. This body of rebels 
seemed under better leadership than 
most of the others, and a white man 
was seen among the officers, endeavor- 
ing to lead them to the attack, but ap- 
parently all efforts to induce them to 
leave the trenches were futile. 

War, Not a Picnic. 

The American authorities in Manila 
say the city is now so- effectively 
policed that a serious outbreak is im- 
possible. They believe that the na- 
tives are cowed. The presence of the 
families of officers is discouraged, and 
many are leaving on board the United 
States transport, some going to Japan 
fer temporary residence. Gen. Otis has 
remarked: “Manila is no place for 
women. ‘This is a war, not a picnic.” 
The British cruiser Narcissus has 
sailed for various ports in the island of 
Luzon, to take on board British sub- 
jects who desire protection. | 

Although the rain which fell Sunday 
morning has cooled the temperature to 
82 degrees, many dropped from the 
ranks, overcome by heat. Several sol- 
diers were sunstruck in the streets of 
Manila Sunday morning. Most of them 
were men not yet acclimated.

SAN JUAN’S FAMOUS HILL. 


Mevement on Feot in Santiage to 
Persuade United States 
te Purchase It. 


Santiage de Guba, March 13.—A 
mevement is on foot here to persuade 
the United States government to pur- 
chase San Juan hill to be used asa 
public park. The idea isi that a certain 
portion could be set apart to be used 
as an American cemetery and the site 
of a mortuary church. A few thousand 
dollars spent upon the rest would make 
a beautiful recreation ground, includ- 
ing a Half-mile race track, a baseball 
diamond and tennis grounds. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, military governor, and 
other prominent Americans favor the 
project, believing that if the land can 
be obtained at a reasonable figure the 
suggestion should be carried out in 
memory of the heroic charge of the 
American troops. 


Will Not Leave His Pulpit. 

New York, Maroh 13.—Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke, of the Brick Presbyterian 
church, who was recently invited to ac- 
cept the professorship of English lit- 
erature at Johns Hopkins university 
at Baltimore, but refused, and who was 
morerecently invited to acceptthe same 
chair at Princeton, the chair being en- 
dowed with $100,000 on the condition 
that Dr. Van Dyke would fill it, Sun- 
day announced to his congregation 
that he would not leave the service of 
the church. 


Fatal Collision. 

Naugatuck, Conn., March 13.—In a 
head-on collision between two freight 
trains near Bradleys station on the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford rail- 
road shortly after seven o’clock Sun- 
day morning two lives were lost and 
several others of the train crew severe- 
ly injured, though none fatally. The 
killed are: Engineer George Dean, of 
East Hartford, and Fireman Danie) 
Kennedy, of Danbury. 


Higginson Declines Promotion. 

Washington, March 13.—Rear Ad- 
miral Higginson has declined the pro- 
motion offered him by the department 
on the ground that his services have 
not been of such conspicuous merit 
as to warrant it. Lieut. Aaron Ward 
has also declined promotion because he 
would by accepting it prevent his class- 
mate from ever reaching flag rank.
